ROOSEVELT TELLS 


UF ISLAND GROWTh 


Much Remains To Be 
Done, However, Porto 
Rican Governor Reports. 


SAN JUAN, Porto Rico, Sept. 13. 
(?)—Governor Theodore Roosevelt, of 
Porto Rico, today pointed to a re- 
duced death rate, an increased balance 
of trade and a balanced budget as 
outstanding accomplishments in the 
island during the last year, but as- 
serted general conditions are still far 
from good. 

The governor, in his annual report 
to the secretary of war, said that for 
the first time in 17 years the Porto 
Rican government showed an actual 
surplus for the 1930-1931 fiscal year 
“in the face of a worldwide economic 
depression.” 

He also pointed out that Porto 
Rico held its export trade virtually 
undiminished and increased the bal- 
ance of trade in its favor by 36 per 
cent. The island’s exports to the con- 
tinental United States increased in 
volume and remained virtually iden- 
tical in cash value. 

A sharp decline in imports from 
the United States and other countries 
was attributed to successful efforts in 
Porto Rico toward crop diversifica- 
tion and resultant increased produc- 
tion of foodstuffs for home consump- 
tion. 

Governor Roosevelt expressed the 
opinion that with the advantages af- 
forded by the tariff, Porto Rico may 
eventually provide the major portion 
of the $12,000,000 worth of fresh 
vegetables shipped to the United 
States annually from the tropics. 

At the same time the governor 
observed that the last year was a bad 
one for three of the island’s princi- 
pal crops—fruit, tobacco and coffee. 
Low prices and over- -supplied markets 
were given as causes and the coffee 
plantations were described as _ still 
suffering from the effects of the 1928 
hurricane. 

The tobacco business also has been 
affected by the depression in the Unit- 
ed States, said Governor Roosevelt, 
explaining the Porto Rican product 
is of too high quality to be used in 
the cheaper cigars, ‘“‘which have large- 
ly taken the place of the more expen- 
sive.’ 

Porto Rico’s exports in 1929-1930 
were given as $99,566,205 and in 1930- 
1931 as $98,486,843. Imports were 
$83,922,829 and $77,337,410. 

Balance of Trade Gains. 

“The balance of trade, therefore, in | 
favor of Porto Rico increased last | 
year by $4,506,048, or 36 per cent,” | 
the governor observed. 

The governor reported the death 
rate fell from 25.3 per 1, the pre- 
vious year to 18.6 in the 1930 calen- 
dar year, the lowest in the history of 
the island. 

Milk stations partly supported by 
funds raised in the United States were 
credited with reducing the infant mor- 
tality rate to the lowest point in Por- 
to Rican history. The malaria and 
tuberculosis rate also showed a drop. 

With a view to the cultural and 
educational development of the island, 
Governor Roosevelt said, “We have 
approached the departments in Wash- 
ington with the idea of obtaining aid 
in the establishment of an _ insular 
broadcasting station.” 

The Carnegie Foundation, he added, 
has been nequested to provide $50,- 
000 with which to start installation of 
receiving sets in the schools. 

Recalling that the federal govern- 
ment provided $6,000,000 to be loan- 
ed to Porto Rican farmers for reha- 
bilitation after the hurricane, Gover- 
nor Roosevelt said it would be “very 
difficult” for the farmers to repay in 
cash for many years. 

He suggested that the federal gov- 
ernment consider turning the right to 
the funds over to the insular goy- 
ernment, which could collect the debts 
in Jand rather than money and use 
the proceeds to provide homesteads for 
small farmers and to improve schools 
and roads.

VIENNA, Austria, Sept. 13.—(4)— 
The Austrian government:-tonight was 
taking drastic steps to quell a putsch 
which started early today in the 
northern and eastern provinces of 
Austria. 

Dispatches from Styria said the 
Muerzzuschlag and Bruck, where the 
fascist Heimwehr this morning plant- 
ing their flags, had been relieved by 
government troops without bloodshed,

Bulldogs Face Glowing Chance To Achieve 
‘Grand Slam’ in Football This Séason 


By Ralph McGill. 

Georgia’s greatest staff of coaches is laboring mightily to 
drive straight through a mass of intangible obstructions and 
produce what should be Georgia’s greatest football team. 

Briefly the Georgia situation is this: The squad is com- 
posed largely of seniors and juniors. The line-up, with the ex- 
ception of two positions, is practically decided before a game Is 
played. It was, in fact, almost decided last spring. 

The intangible obstructions are a certain aura of over-con- 
fidence which permeates any senior team; a certain over-con- 
fidence in the student body and alumni, and a seeming perfec- 
tion of things. Everything looks too good at Athens to suit the 
coaches. Phey know that in football calamity can come in an 
instant, and that from success to disaster is but a step. 

New coaches are at work aiding Head Coach Harry Mehre, who is 
by way of becoming one of the southern coaching veterans. Ted 
Twomey, one of the great Notre Dame linesmen of 1929, and Rex 
Enright, a star back of an older vintage, are with the team. Twomey 
handles the line, Enright the backs. Chick Shiver, old Georgia end, 
coaches that position. é 

Mehre is saying nothing very loudly. He is working with his 
second team. He knows that to march into the schedule of seven 
conference games and three intersectional contests, one in Cali- 
fornia and two in the east, he must have strong reserves. 

A very great effort is being made this year to produce a ‘‘shock 
troop” eleven which can be used as Notre Dame employs her starters. 
Mehre has done this to a lesser degree in past years. This season he 
hopes to have more shock troops who can go In and take the opening 
shock. And perhaps go in late and stave off an attack. 


The second team, with which Mehre is working, may hold the bal- 
ance of power this fall—may decide what this 1931 edition of the Bull- 
dogs will do. ' 

Frankly the Georgia situation does look unusually good. Herb 

Maffet, regular end of 1930, is gone. And “Demi-Tasse Tas- 

sapoulis, the center of the past season’s team, is also missing.

Catfish Back Again. 


And there you are. Catfish Smith, one of the greater ends, is back 
at his old position. Jim Hamrick and Bobby Rose are veteran tackles. 
Two of the best guards in years, Red Leathers and Red Maddox, are 


back in harness. 
In the backfield there are Spurgeon Chandler and Marion 

Dickens, halfbacks of 1930. Jack (The Ripper) Roberts returns 

at fullback. And Captain Austie Downes, brilliant field general 

and ball carrier, is in his old position at quarter. 

The Bulldogs are rich in reserves. Tommy Moran is a senior quar- 
terback. Willie Sullivan is a junior quarterback. Joe Stoinoff is a senior 
fullback. Lloyd Gilmore is experienced at fullbacking. Homer Key, vet- 
eran halfback, may replace one of the 1930 regulars, Jodie Whire is 
another of junior experience. Buster Mott also has ample experience 
and ability. And there are-others.

In the line the same situation exists. There may be a bit less ex- 
perience in the line reserves, but it is there. 

This is enough of the situation to give an inkling of just why 
the situation at Georgia is considered unusually roseate. Many 
coaches, laboring with few veterans and a small squad, think en- 
viously of Harry Mehre at Athens. And yet the Georgia coaches 
are admittedly worried. 

The new man, whoever he may be, at end, and the new center, two 
vital points, are really serious problems. 


There are two, and, one might say, three divisions to the Georgia 
football campaign for 1931. It is possible for the Bulldogs to reach three 
objectives in the campaign. There is the possibility of a Southern con- 
ference championship, the chance at a great record in eastern intersec- 
tional games, and finally an opportunity to finish with a post-season 
triumph over one of the leading western elevens. 

Coaches, however, are not losing sight of the fact that there 

is also an opportunity to miss the whole program and stumble 

through a season of bad breaks and worse luck. 

The Georgia schedule (and what a schedule), begins with the V. P. I. 
game, on October %. Thete follows, in weekly succession, Yale at New 
Haven, North Carolina at Chapel Hill, Vanderbilt at Athens, Florida at 
Gainesville, New York University at New York, Tulane at Athens, Au- 
burn at Columbus, Georgia Tech at Athens and Southern California at 
Los Angeles. 


Three Divisions. 


Beware of Vandy. 


The Vanderbilt game would seem to be the second crisis with the 
Yale game naturally the first. If the Bulldogs can get by the three 
games before the Vanderbilt game, they will be ready: for what will prob- 
ably be the greatest test of the first quarter. 

Once past Vanderbilt, the Bulldogs should be able to take 
Florida in stride and go on to New York without any special 
steaming up. Winning or losing, the New York game would make 
no special difference either way if the preceding games had all 
been won. 

With the New York game gone, the Bulldogs would then have three 
Conference teams—Tulane, Auburn and Tech—to pass in order to win 
the conference championship. Then would follow the post-season con- 
test on the coast with the University of Southern California.

There is an excellent chance for a magnificent record. There is a 
definite opportunity to make one of those grand slams such as Bobby 
Jones made in sweeping clean the golf field. 

In the final analysis it all turns back to the men on the squad 
and what sort of perspective they are able to get.

VINES YOUNGEST. 
MODERN PLAYER 
10 GAIN THRONE 


Californian Reached Peak 
of Smashing Game 


This Year. 
By Herbert W. Barker, 


Associated Press Sports Writer. 

FOREST HILLS, N. Y., Sept. 13. 
(P)—Ellsworth Vines Jr., a tall, gan- 
gling youngster not yet out of his 
‘teens, today had smashed his way 
into the throne seat of American ten- 
nis with prospects of a long reign. 

Competing in his second national 
championship, the 19-year-old Univer- 
sity of Southern California sopho- 
more from Pasadena whipped George 
M. Lott, of Philadelphia, yesterday in 
four sets to succeed John Hope Doeg 
as king of this country’s’ singles 
players. 

As in the case of many of his most 
spectacular victories this season, 
Vines, with the _ fiery, competitive 
spirit of a Tilden, came from behind 
to win. He dropped the opening set 
to Lott and then blasted the Phila- 
delphian from the court with blister- 
ing drives in the next three to cap- 
ture the title at 7-9, 6-3, 9-7, 7-5. 

YOUNG CHAMPION. 


Not since the 19th century has a 
player so young won the national 
championship. Dick Sears, first 
champion in 1881, and Oliver Camp- 
bell, titleholder in the three-year 
stretch from 1890 through 1892, both 
were a few months younger than Vines 
when they ascended the throne. 

Vines, who weighs only about 150 
pounds and is 6 feet 2 1-2 inches tall, 
first attracted national attention in 
July, 1930, when he came east and 
beat Frank Hunter and Frank Shields 
in the metropolitan championship. A 
week later he went to the final round 
of the Seabright invitation only to 
suffer a crushing defeat by Sidney B. 
Wood. 

Vines failed to hit his stride again 
that year, losing to Bryan Grant, of 
Atlanta, at Rye and bowing to the 
Irish giant, G. Lyttleton Rogers, in 
the first round of the nationals. 

UNBEATABLE. 

This season the California young- 
ster has been virtually unbeatable. 
Out of 60 or 70 singles matches he 
has been defeated only four times. 
Lott conquered him at New Orleans 
and registered another victory’ in 
the Southampton invitation when 
Vines, through illness, had to default 
with the score standing two sets all. 
He lost to his doubles partner, Keith 
Gledhill, of Santa Barbara, in sin- 
gles at the Agawam Hunt Club, 


star, Frederick J. Perry, in the re- 
cent international series at Philadel- 
phia, 6-3, 7-5. 

Against these scattered reversals, 
Vines has cleaned up in all the Cali-

Outlines Duties of Mothers 


Mrs. R. H. Hankinson, president 
of the Georgia Congress, Parents and 
hers. points out in the following 
article the duties of grade mothers 
and tells of their importance: 7 

“Even the ‘powers that be’ in the 
Parent-Teacher Association are not of 
so great importance as the grade 
mothers or room representatives. So 
much we have said to officers and 
chairmen in the hope of strengthen- 
ing the local unit. Yet if all these 
fail, and the grade mothers operate 
with 100 per cent efficiency, the 
parent-teacher unit will still reach a 
splendid achievement. The work of the 
= mother is continuous, delight- 
ul. 

“Last week when the teachers ar- 
rived grade mothers welcomed them 
royally. That must not be the end of 
it. It is the first duty of the grade 
mother to look after the social life 
of ‘the teacher, even until the train 
carries her from the scene of her la- 


hor at the close of the school term. 
Then, if the teacher has been alert. 
to the opportunities presented through | 
the year, if she has accepted the invi- | 
tations into the homes of pupils, so| 
tactfully arranged by grade mothers; | 
if she has spent her week-ends with | 


the people she serves, teaching in the| 


Sunday school, participating in the, 
simple week-end festivities, realizing | 
that herein lies an opportunity to) 
teach equal if not greater. than that | 
offered in the schoolroom, rather than | 
absenting herself continuously from) 
the community in the interest of her | 
own comfort and pleasure, that train | 
will carry, with the teacher, the life- | 
long devotion of old and young alike | 
who have shared her friendship. | 
Enroll Mothers. | 
‘“There are ways to arrive at such a} 
ituation. The tactful grade mother will | 
regularly call meetings of the grade | 
parents not feeling disappointed if, 
only a few respond. She will enroll | 
all of the parents in the organization, | 
interest them to the point of attend- | 
ing the meetings, and arrange for 


visits to the schoolroom at such‘ time 
and under such condition as the prin- 
cipal and teacher may direct. 

“Just at this point there is need 
for care. Co-operation with the teach- 
er in every project and undertaking is 
the bulwark of safety for every unit. 
To visit, or not to visit, must depend 
upon the welcome in the heart of the 
teacher in charge. No intrusion can 
be countenanced. On the other hand, 
the wise teacher will grasp this glori- 
ous opportunity to interpret the child 
and his needs. One conversation with 
the parents reveals more than the 
parent tells. The latter may be of neg- 
ligible value, the former is all im- 
portant. Such visits to schoolrooms 
reveal needs to mother hearts. After 
one visit it is comparatively easy for 
grade mothers to secure pots of flow- 
ers, pictures, books for the. reading 
shelf, milk, clothing and even food 
and cod liver oil. The grade mother 
who reads this is already overwhelm- 
ed. But she need not be. It is her 
right and duty to appoint commit- 
tees, enrolling on at least one com- 
mittee every parent connected with 
the grade. In the joint service of 
these committees even the provision 
for social life of the children of the 
grade becomes an easy task. 

Special Needs. 

“Of course there are special needs 
connected with every room. Then the 
great opportunity lies in the tie-up 
with the child welfare group of the 
association. Next week I shall write 
to the child welfare department in 
the hope that such an outline may be 
of service to them. If by chance, this 
article has in any way served your 
purpose, I shall be glad to know of

BRADSTREE T’S WEEKLY 
BANK CLEARINGS 


(By Telegraph to Bradstreet’s.) 

Bank elearings for last week, as 
reported té Bradstreet’s, declined 28.5 
per cent from the preceding week. The 
greater part of this decline is due 
to Labor Day, leaving only five work- 
'ing days. Allowing for this fact, the 
decline is only 5.3 per cent from the 
previous week, which contained the 
monthly payments of bills, ete. 

The total bank clearings at 47 lead- 
ing cities of the United States for 
the week ending with Thursday, Sep- 
tember 10, according to Bradstreet’s, 
amounted to $5,029,417,000, a decline 
of 21.1 per cent from the preceding 
week, and a decline of 40.4 per cent 
from the week ending September 11, 
1930. At New York city the decline 
from the preceding week was 22.5 
per cent, and 41.7 per cent from a 
year ago. Outside New York city 
the total clearings were $1,869,230,- 
000, a decrease of 18.6 per cent from 
the previous week, and 38.2 per cent 
from the corresponding period last 
year. 

Adjusting for Labor Day, clearings 
in New York city declined only 7 per 
cent from the previous week, and 30.1 
per cent from a year ago. The total 
outside New York city declined only 
2.3 per cent from the previous week 
and 25.6 per cent from a year ago. 
Without these adjustments, the de- 
clines for the various divisions were: 
New York city, 22.5 per cent; total 
United States, 21.1 per cent, and

CANADIAN RAIL LOAN 
BRIGHT SPOT IN BONDS 


BY ALEXANDER HENDERSON. 

NEW YORK, Sept. 13.—(#)-—The 
bond market continued to decline last 
week and the average price of 60 lead- 
ing corporate issues reached succes- 
sive new low levels on the last four 
days of that period. 

The sale of $25,000,000 of 4 1-2 
per cent bonds of the Canadian Na- 
tional Railway Company on Wednes- 
day, however, was a development that 
received favorable comment. Sub- 
scriptions to this issue were so heavy 
that the underwriting syndicate was 
able to sell an additional offering of 
equal amount on the succeeding day. 
Completion of such a transaction at 
a time when the market as a whole 
was declining depended on the char- 
acter of the issue, which in this case 
was guaranteed unconditionally both 
as to principal and interest by the 
Canadian government. 

On the other hand, the new issue 
of 3 per cent United States treasury 
bonds, which trading started in the 
over-the-counter market on Tuesday, 
promptly declined and sold for a short 
time as low as 99 1-2. That this is- 
sue had not proved as popular as va- 
rious other treasury offerings was 
apparent from the fact that the over- 
subscription was relatively much 
smaller than for several of its pred- 
ecessors. 

It seems probable that some sub- 
seribers, having received much less 
than their subscriptions in previous 
offerings, increased the quantities of 
their bids, expecting them to be scaled 
down, and then found themselves with 
more bonds than they really desired. 

Consequently a number of = sub- 
seribers were disposed to sell por- 
tions of their allotments. The upturn 
in government obligations on Friday 
was ascribed in part to the end of 
this pressure and to covering of short 
commitments made when the market 
was declining. 

Offerings of new bonds totaled $75,- 
356, 000 compared with $7,514,- 
277 the previous week and $134,296,- 
000 in the corresponding week of last 
year. If an issue of $20,000,000 of 
State of New Jersey 3 3-4 per cent 
highway bonds had been offered pub- 
licly instead of being bought directly 
by the Prudential Insurance Com- 
pany of America the week's aggre- 
gate would have been the largest 
since the fourth week in June. 

However, the character of the new 
issue showed no essential change from 
other recent flotations. In a word, 
they were all high- grade obligations. 
Aside from the $20,000,000 of short- 
term issues of the federal intermedi- 
ate credit banks and the Canadian 
railway bonds, the offerings were prin- 
cipally municipal bonds of moderate 
amounts.
